A. We are not to expect that God ſhould now.ſend 
. either heardmen, or fiſhermen- with: any. other. Goſpel 
than wee have already. received , or that God ſhould 
* makethemy Prophets or Apoſtles; yet 'it doth-not fol- 
low but that God may.call 'one to the Workeof,the mi- 
niſtry who for ſome, ſhort" time hath: wrought upana. 
trader followed hushandry, and Wed Wn. 1s ordi = 
nary gifts as may be profitable for; thoſe congregations

Q.1 know no.commend in the word,or example,cither that 
any tradeſman ſhould enter imtothe Mixiſtry without an Im- 
wediate call from Jeſus Chriſt by name, and that ſuch a one 
4s makes others take notice of it as well as himſelſe. 
A. If thereon you conclude, that it is unlawfull for a 


man that for ſometime hath wrought on a trade, after-- 


ward to apply himſelfe to the ſtady of Divinity and en- 
ter into the Miniſtry if he be by godly and learned Di- 
vines found able to diſpence the word of life for the 
good of the Church : by the ſame rule what command 
or example have you in the word for Baptizing Infants, 
—_— of Tythes, Ordination of Miniſters __ Lord 
ſhop, or for any Graduate to enter into the Miniſt 
unleſle he have ſuch an immediatecal}, for the miracle 
will hold for the one as well as theother, and I deſire 
you to prove that either they 4@s 8.4. or Appollsos AGs 
18, were Graduates, or had this immediate call you 
ſpeake of, yet I hope you will conclude they were men 
in office, and did notrun before they were ſent.

A. Man and: Wife ought not by unlawfull meanes to 
part , nor Servants by unlawfull meanes to reject the 
yoak, which is the ſenſe if you obſerve the ſcope of 
the Apoſtle in the Chapter : but I deny that 
that text bindes a man upon paine of damnation to a 
particular trade, or that it tyes God onely to Graduates 
for the worke of the Miniſtry. Q. Put 
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Q. But I pray how ſhall « wan underſtand the Scripture 
without knowledge of the Originall tongues ? 

A, There are Miniſters that have not beene Gradu- 
ates that underſtand the tongues, and I deny not but 
ſome have beene ordained that have not beene very ex- 

ert in the Latine tongue, yet thankes be to God wee 
haverks Scriptures tranſlated, and neither you or an 
learned man elſe is able to ſhew ſuch a conſiderable dit- 
ference betwixt the Originall and our Engliſh tranſlati- 
on as ſhall forbid ſuch either reading or theunderſtand- 
ing of the Scriptures if they be induſtrious ; and if the 
cafe ſtand ſo as the Church of God have neede of ſuch 
for the Miniſtry,the Churches goqod ought to be prefer- 
red before any mans private intereſt; yet I'would adviſe 
ſuch toget as much knowledge of the tongues as poffi- 
ble they can, and not to reſt on what they have already 
attained, that they may be able to convincegaineſayers, 
for 'tis neceffary that a Miniſter bee able to defend the 
truth as well as preach it. 

Q. 1thinke thou art a Roundheaded Raſcall that never got 
yet above thy greeke Lexicon 3 the Churches good ? what doth 
it make for the Churches good to ſuffer ſuch Preachers ? are
